Trees were uprooted, branches 
and limbs broken and telephone 
and electric lines broken Saturday 
night and early Sunday morning: 
ln Sierra Madre by a windstorm 
which reached an estimated ve¬ 
locity of 70 miles an hour. 

The Telephone Company reports 
from 45 to 50 lines down, mostly 
from the poles into houses, by 
falling limbs and trees. A couple 
of poles were blown down but 
there was no break in service 
except to phones on the lines af¬ 
fected. Crews were at work early 
Sunday morning and by Sunday 
night most of the circuits were 
working and all damage was 
cleaned up by Monday night. No 
electric lines fell across phone 
lines and so no danger resulted 
from such an occurrence. 

The Edison Company also re¬ 
ports much damage and that they 
had 10 linemen at work all day 
Sunday and far into the night 
and a crew has been at work full 
time since, but everything now is 
in working order. 

The Police Rifle and Pistol 
Range in Eaton Canyon, just west 
of Sierra Madre, seemed to be the 
peak of the storm, where a sturdy 
fence was blown down, the roof 
of the garage blown off and a 
garage door smashed. 

On Mt. Wilson the gale reached 
75 miles an hour and the wind 
measuring device at Henninger’s 
Flats was wrecked and the tele¬ 
phone line to the Weather Bu¬ 
reau station on Mt. Wilson was 
out of order. 

Except damage to trees, no 
major damage has been reported 
and no reports of injuries to citi¬ 
zens In Sierra Madre.

San Gabriel Valley Transit 
Lines will amend its application 
to offer expansion and revision of 
four proposed bus lines when the 
State Railroad Commission holds 
its hearing today at 10 a.m. in 
the State Building Los Angeles. 

This was revealed today by J. 
Donald Atkins, Transit Lines 
president. 

Mr, Atkins is to propose a 
special route to connect Sierra 
Madre directly with Pasadena 
and offer young people an op¬ 
portunity to travel to Pasadena 
Junior College. Called line ’’H,’’ 
the route has been selected ten¬ 
tatively as follows: 

10-CENT STUDENT FARE 

Leave Sierra Madre via Sierra 
Madre Boulevard, Michilllnda, 
Foothill, Walnut. Hill Avenue, 
Green Street, to Fair Oaks Ave¬ 
nue. 

The adult faro from Sierra 
Madre to Pasadena would be 14 
cents and 10 cents for Junior 
College students. Adult fare In 
a single zone would be 7 cents 
and 5 cents for children. 

Transit Lines had proposed 
originally to operate a route from 
Montrose and La Canada to Si¬ 
erra Madre.

FAREWELL TO "YANK

This week men and women of the armed forces are seeing for 
last time a faithful and beloved comrade, the famed Army weekly 
magazine "Yank." ihe cover of the final issue, published De¬ 
cember 28, carried the announcement: 

"This is to certify that Yank is hereby honorably discharged 
from the military service of the United States of America. This 
certificate is awarded as a testimonial of honest and faithful 
service to this country." 

That must be the only honorable discharge ever granted to 
be viewed with nostalgic regret by millions of G. I.'s. Yank went 
with them to every battle front. It printed their gripes—-and 
often got something done about them! The weekly was of, by 
and for enlisted men. Officers were barred from its staff. And 
the men who wrote and illustrated Yank carried guns as well as 
pencils; for they fought as they covered their "beat," which was 
the global war itself. 

They produced a soldier magazine that rose to three million 
paid circulation—all G. I.—and probably was the only war venture 
that cost the government nothing. Yank not only paid its way; 
it made money! 

It is pleasant to record that Yank, though retired from active 
'^rvice, will not die. To keep the title, and preclude possible 
c-mmercialization, the War Department will publish yearly a token 
i: :ue. 

From the homefolk of the fighting men who were entertained 
j cheered through this happy journalistic venture. Yank and its 
b llianf, gallant staff rafe a grateful salute! 

42 YEARS OF FLIGHT ° 

The gigantic "ships" that sail the skies today are a far cry 
f om the contraption that Wilbur and Orville Wright coaxed into 
t e air 42 years ago from the dismal dunes at Kitty Hawk, North 
Carolina. 

There on December 17, 1903, the first heavier-than-air ma- 
c ne flew under its own power. That first flight lasted 12 seconds 
a d covered 120 feet—a distance less than the wing spans of 
': me of the modern sky goliaths. 

But in spite of the brevity of the flight the Wrights had 
r- alized the dream of the ages. They had opened a new world. 

B ,t they little dreamed how vast a world it was or how profoundly 
t'eir achievement was to affect the lives and destiny of the 
peoples of the earth. 

Like so many other great Inventions the airplane has been 
u od for evil purposes as well as good. Giant bombers have 
t ought the destruction of war to the home, the hospital, the 
■school and the church. Yet, in spite of this, the airplane has 
served a constructive purpose that outweighs its misuse. It has 
r'sen man greater freedom from the shackles of time and space. 

It has given him a new concept of the world in which he lives. 

Today, the farthest spot on earth is not more than 60 hours 
e»/ay. Tomorrow it will be much less. Through the airplane the 
peoples of the world have been brought into closer contact, and 
i some degree, into a better understanding of one another. 

In spite of the great strides made in aviation during the past 
fcur decades its greatest possibilities are yet to be realized. It

Establishment of an air mail 
and air express service by heli¬ 
copter between the main trans¬ 
continental terminal at Mines 
Field, at Inglewood, and cities in 
the Metropolitan Area is propos¬ 
ed by James G. Ray vice-presi¬ 
dent of the S. W. Airways Co., 
with five routes, one of which 
would serve Pasadena, Monrovia, 
Alhambra, East Los Angeles and 
Huntington Park. 

Time for delivery of air mail 
from Mines Field to the Post- 
office Terminal Annex in L. A. 
would be cut from 55 minutes by 
present ground transportation to 
8 or 9 minutes by helicopter, Mr. 
Ray said. Over longer routes, as 
to Pasadena, the time saving 
would be far greater. 

After a year of experimental 
testing of the routes and ships 
the company plans to expand the 
service to carry passengers as 
•well as mail and express. 

An application for a franchise 
t , operate routes was filed in 
1943 but helicopter aircraft were 
nut available during the war but 
n ;w the Sikorsky Aircraft Co. 
will be prepared to deliver the 
required number in June.

Straight 
up and down takeoffs and land- 
irgs can be made in helicopters 
but they are not practical for 
c -mmercial routes, a forward 
n otion of 25 miles an hour be¬ 
ing desirable in takeoffs with 
leads. A 300 foot field is large 
enough unless surrounding ob- 
s.acles are unusually high. The 
helicopters would normally fly at 
ar. altitude of 500 feet or less 
and would be able to operate 
through fogs that even trucks on 
highways would have difficulty 
in Denetrating.

conversion is going to be de¬ 
layed.” 

“The State should .know itself, 
and should make generally 
known, the facts regarding eco¬ 
nomic conditions in California, 
particularly as to employment 
and production.

The Legislature also will be 
asked to adopt a policy for child 
care centers, Federal support of 
which ends in March.

Con¬ 
ceivably, this would m3ke it pos¬ 
sible to create a State "Recon¬ 
struction Finance Corporation,” 
Warren said. 

"This is a State of small busi¬ 
ness and I hope it always will 
be,” he declared. “It is terribly
